COSCOED, N. H., May 2.-In reply to 


the application from Supreme President 
Somerby of the Iron Hall of Baltimore for 
authority to transact business in New 
Hampshire. Insurance Commissioner Lin- 
ehan has sent a letter refusing the appli- 
cation on the ground that the methods of 
the Iron Hall are not such as to permit its 
recognition as a "Fraternal Associa- 
tion." 


Insnrance Commissioner Linehan de- 


cides as follows: "The admission of the 
Iron Hall after careful examination of 
the papers submitted as well as the meth- 
ods of the association compared with cor- 
porations whose claim to be called "Fra- 
ternal BeneOclary Associations".has never 
been questioned. "I am of the opinion 
that the Iron Hall of Baltimore city is 
not such an association as is described in 
Section 1 of the law relating to fraternal 
Associations. 
The law reads that the 


business of an association to which it re- 
fers must be sold for the benefit of mem- 
bers and beneficiaries, and not for profit." 


'Twenty-nine of the orders authorized 


to do business in New Hampshire have 
paid in benefits for year ending December 
81 over eighteen millions of dollars with 
•n expense account of but a fraction over 
6 per cent of the income. Their record 
since their organization proves they have 
been carried on for the sole benefit of the 
members. The record of the Iron Hall 
and every corporation conducted on the 
same plan has been just the opposite, for 
it is a well-known fact that they have 
been managed not for the benefit of mem- 
bers, but for the enrichment of the officers 
and the greater part of the money was 
paid not for sick, accident or death bene- 
fits, but for life payments called endow- 
ments and pensions." 


In view of these facts the insurance 


commissioners conclude that license can- 
not be issued to the Iron Hall of Baltimore 
city nor any other corporation conducted 
on ,i similar plan.

WASHINGTON, May 2.—United States 


Consul Howelsat Cardiff tells a tale of 
impending ruin of the tin plate makers of 
Wales. The operators are helpless and 
have dissolved the board for control, 
while the tin platers union find it impos- 
sible to keep the men in line. There is 
no uniformity in wages. It is believed 
that tho American market is hopelessly 
lost and the greatest depression is felt. 
Of 491 tin plate mills in the district no 
less than 253 are idle and still there are 
twice as many as is needed. 91 are run- 
ning at 10 per cent reduction in wages: 
40 at 12S, 91 at 15, 6 at 20,5 at 22.1 and 5 at 
25 pes cent reduction. 


In March 4,600 men were out of employ- 


ment. 
The number of idle mills has 


been quadrupled since. 
A queer feature 


of situation has been pointed out by 
Howells the fact that the Welsh tin 
men have overlooked the possibility of 
cultivating the local market and have 
only recently begun to induce house 
builders to use Welsh tin plates'or roofing 
instead of slate from Pennsylvania.

"This contest opened Wednesday night, 


! April 1. Thursday morning North Adams 
| arose from her slumbers and found that 
j there was a blueishness in the atmosphere 


which caused a profound mystery. The 
morning salutation of her citizens was no 
longer 'Good-morning,' but with ceaseless 
regularity came the question—'What does 
all this blue mean?' Then we started for 
members. It may be superfluous for me 
to add that we got them. 


"When we approached one of our 


victims, application and pencil in bar.J, 
we were able to impress on them the fact 
the Blues were already sawing wood, 
while the Reds had not yet sharpened 
their saws. 


"So the first reason of our success is that 


we started well. 


'•The Reds finally awoke to the fact that 


the Blues intended to get a few new 
members before the first of Mny, and, I 
believe, started to do borne work m that 
line themselves. 


"One night there suddenly appeared on 


the streets a parade, illuminated magnifl* 
cently with Hod fire and transparencies 
which bore the wierd legend- 'Join the 
Reds.'

THE OLYMPIAN GAMES. 


Cher Were Part mud Pa«wl nf the Life of 


the Ancient Greek. 


Tl'.oso closing ton years of the nineteenth 


seuttiry iiuvy be called tho period of Inter- 
national games. Jfttho Greek gymnastlo 
festival of April, 1896, slenlQed no more 
than a series of guinea offering tho hospi- 
tality ot the country over whloh the glam- 
our of a glorious past lingers like a rich 
cunsct, it would be R notable event. 
But 


It is moro than this, far more. Tho enter- 
prise revives the memory and spirit of no 
institution which shed a peculiar luster ou 
the history of classic Greece. It entered 
into the life of tbe ancient Greek to an ex- 
tent which wo of today can scarcely real- 
ize. It was associated with his religion, 
his civic pride, his ideals of art and his 
highest patriotism. This institution was 
tho Olympic festival, celebrated every four 
years at Olynipia, on the river Alphoua, 
near the borders of Ells and Pisa, and so 
kopt np for more than 1,000 years. 


There wore othsr national games of a 


similar sort, such as the Pythian, the No- 
mean and tho Isthmian games, but these, 
though highly regarded, were of far less 
dignity and interest. When one speaks, 
then, of the Olympic games, there arises 
In the mind a picture of thoso vast gath- 
erings whoro all Greece, though to the very 
time divided by oivll wars, remembered 
for a brief period that its borders bounded 
ono people—a people of on 
blood, ono 


glory and one destiny. Tho hold of tho 
Olympic festival on Iho anoient Hellenic 
world Is seen in the fact that from 776 B. 
C. time was measured by olympiads, or 
the four year intervals between the games. 


The remote origin of this festival is hid- 


den In myths, aa is the case with so many 
customs of the classic ages. In general all 
these legends ascribe the games to the 
demigod Herculos as founder. 
Sufficient 


time had passed for the earl)' form of this 
festival to have gone into decay before it 
was revived aud had a historic beginning. 
This occurred under the patronage of 
Iphltiis, king of Klis, and Lyourgus, the 
celebrated lawgiver of tlio Spartnn com- 
monwealth. It is fixed at or about 884 B. 
C. This revival soon lighted a living spark 
which fired Greek blood everywhere, and 
In less than half a century the festival 
became national in character. 


Only contestants of pure Hellenic blood 


WCID allowed to enter thoir names. 
As 


time rolled on, and the Crooks (who were, 
you know, groat sailors and merchants) 
pushml their maritime enterprises and es- 
tablished coloulos throughout the whole 
length and breadth of the Mediterranean, 
ohildron of the greater Greece, everywhere 
from the distant borders of Persia to where 
tho city of Marseilles now stands, assem- 
bled to strngglo for tho prize wreath. Tho 
interest of the Gwek race in these games 
became a passion. To win a victory In 
any of the contests reflected as much glory 
ou the nthlnto aud on his community as if 
ho had been tho successful general In n 
great battle. His name was added to the 
brazen tablets recording tho celebrities and 
benefactors of his native town. If lie died 
on this field of honor, as was often the 
case, even in tlio flush of victory, ho be- 
came almost an idol in tho public esteem, ! 
and his family was ennobled and enriched ] 
by public decree.—G. T. Ferris in St. 
Nicholas.

city and the London county council joint- 
ly, and tho opening ceremony was made 
the occasion of a friendly interchange of , 
compliments. The members of the im- i 
provements committee of the council drove 
from Spring gardens to the site, and there 
mot tho finance and Improvement commit- 
tee of the commission of sewers, who had 
come from the Guildhall. On the part of | 
tho latter Jlr. Howard C. Morris, the 
chairman, addressing n considerable crowd, 
declared tho city portion of tho Improve- 1' 
ment open, and Mr. William Goodman, ns : 
tho spokesman of the London count/ 
council, discharged a similar task and 
handed over the charge of tho widened 
portion of Sandy's row to the Whltochapel 
district board of works, tho local authority. 


Tho cost of the city portion has been 


£39,700, half of which is borne by the 
council, but the total outlay has still to be i 
determined, much of the acquired land ! 
not yot having been sold. Tho street has ' 
a wood paved carriageway 28 feet in width, 
with two 8 foot 6 inch footways of York- 
shire flags.—London Telegraph.

BOOTH IN HIDING. 


(Vhen One Jllim'n Ufo Bung by * Tory 


Staucier Thread. 


Tho spot to which Captain Cox led tho 


isssshins was an old tobacco bed covered 
with broom sodgo In a dense thiokot nf 
jroung pines, which was not near any roul- 
Way. 


Thomas A. Jones,, n foster brother of 


Captain Cox, and who had been his over- 
goer, lived within bait a inilo of tho Poto- 
mac, on a place called "Huckleberry, "and 
u he had been regularly engaged in con- 
veying spies and Mookndu runners surrop 
tlouely across tho Potomao, Cox sent fur 
him and placed Booth and Herold in his 
charge. Jones daily brought food covered 
with corn In a basket to the fugitives and 
called lustily to his hogs as he paid his 
visit. 


Each day he found 
Booth suffering 


much from his log and usually on the 
ground rolled in bis blanket. Ho was 
eager for tho papers giving an account of 
the murder and neeiued to be much dis- 
tressed that his foul deed met with little 
approbation In tbosoutK Jones watched 
his opportunity to tnii his dangerous 
charge to the river, about WA miles dis- 
tant, and nearly a week—a gloomy, cloudy 
week of ohllly mist—passed before the fa- 
vorable opportunity came. 


On tho third or fourth day after Booth 


reached the pines It was docided to dispose 
ol thoir horses, which had become restless 
from lack of food and proper stabling, as 
It was feared that thoir neighing would 
betray them. Accordingly Herold and 
Franklin A. Boby, Captain Cox's oversear 
at that time, led tho horses about two 
miles distant into Zekiah swamp, where 
it makes a junction with Clarke's run, 
and bore they were shot. As the place was 
hoggy tho bodies of the dead horses disap- 
peared from view In the oourse of a week 
and were never seen afterward. 


Tlie carcasses of these animals, however, 


came noar betraying Captain Cox. A 
largo troop of colored cavalrymen camo to 
his residence for tho purpose of securing 
informatlod as to the route taken by the 
assassins after they left Rich Hill. Cap- 
tain Cox showed them tho general direc- 
tion of their course early Sunday morning, 
whloh was toward Zekiah swamp. The 
troopers started for the swamp, and Cap- 
tain Cox and his son retired to a knoll 
about one-fourth of a mile in the rear of 
his house which commanded an extensive 
view of the entrance to tho swamp In the 
valley below. They could easily soo the 
buzzards hovering over tho spot where the 
horsos bad been killed a few days before, 
their bodies not having yot sunk In the 
bog. 


Captain Cox and his BOD anxiously 


watched the cavalrymen approach the 
swamp. Would they or would they nut 
enter below the dead horsesf Captain Cox 
nervously questioned. "My sou," said 
he, "if those men enter below tho spot 
where the bodies of the horses are, I shall 
hang for it." 


The colored cavalry entered but a short 


distance above where tho horses'^lay, and, 
deploying at intervals of 50 feet, beat the 
swamp from Captain Cox's to Dr. Mudcl's, 
nearly 15 miles.—"Four Lincoln Conspir- 
acies," by Victor Louis Mason, in Century. 


The Qneereit Worm. 


The worniologifits and other ologlsts 


who are interested in nature's odd kinks 
can tell you of hundreds of queer worms 
and bugs, but the most remarkable of the 
whole lot, perhaps, is the syllis. The syllla 
is a wornilike creature which inhabits the 
sponges which grow at the bottom of the 
Mediterranean sea. It has a blunt head, 
a long body and many segments or joints, 
just like any other worm. But this worm 
Is "odder" than the majority of worms— 
In fact, he is as much a plant as he is a 
worm. He doesn't po through the varioui 
transformations which are supposed to be 
incident to worm life, but buds like a 
species of vegetable or fruit, each bud be- 
coming a worm exactly like the parent. 


One uf these budded worms presents the 


oddest appearance Imaginable, but the par- 
ent worm, as If conscious of the fact that 
it Is likely to attract attention, makes ev- 
ery .effort within Its power to detach the 
buds. At the proper time these efforts are 
successful, and tbe parent and tho young 
become separate creatures. But budding 
and blooming is not the only way that 
syliis 3ias of reproducing its kind. If Its 
locatidn at the timo of the breeding period 
is such that tho budding operation cannot 
bo properly carried out, Fyllis gets around 
the difficulty by laying eggs and hatching 
a new crop of worms, which certainly ap- 
pears more proper than for the creature to 
bloom out like a johnuy-junip-up, a lily 
or n, rose.

A PUZZLfNG s'UBJECt. 


Speed «f Tntlni a* Affected bj the Revo- 


lution of the Earth. 


It Is as far from Bn4alo to Now York as 


it js from Mew York to Buffalo, yet, if wu 
are to believe the reasoning of Mr. Alex- 
ander Hogg, a correspondent of The Rail- 
way Gazette, the railway run call be made 
more easily In the former direction because 
the speed ofk tho eastward moving train 
being added to that of tho rotating earth 
the reduction of weight duo to centrifugal 
force is greater. We quote such portions 
of Mr. Hogg's letter as do not Involve 
difficult mathematics: 


"In 1891 the Sow York Central and 


Hudson River railroad ran n train 430 Yi 
miles in 425 minutes aud 43 seconds, or 
on average of 61K miius per hour. 
Tlio 


weight of tho train was 460,000 pounds. 
The same company on Sept. 11, 1805, 
made the remarkable run of thesiime4Sfl!j 
miles in 407 % minutes. This was an 
average of 04.2U miles per hour. 


"The New York Central, in starting 


botli times from New York city, unneces- 
sarily retarded its own speed. From Al- 
bany to Buffalo, duo west, the train en- 
countered not only tho prevailing wcbt 
wind, but the force of tho earth's revolu- 
tion eastward. 


"Owing to the diurnal rotation of thi 


earth, bodicj at tho equator press toward 
the w.rth with two hundred and eighly- 
eight-two hundred and eighty-ninths of | 
the pressure they would were the earth 
deprived of Its rotation. If, therefore, the 
rotation of tho earth could be accelerated 
until it took only one-sovonteenth of the 
present sidereal dny to mako a complete 
turn or revolution, the centrifugal tend- 
ency would bn increased (17) twofold— 
that is, it would bo 38'J times 01 groat as 
now, and bodies at tho equator would have 
no pressure downward, or, us wo say, 
would weigh nothing. This rate of revo- 
lution would not bo sufliclont to deprive 
hodios anywhere olac nf their cntiro weight. 


"Now let us apply this to railroad 


trains, A train running easr, at tho equa- 
tor, would be lightened ns compared with 
the weight oil a still earth. If running due 
west, the result would be less. And (he 
difference of wolght between tho eiiino 
train, running c.-js,b and west with the 
sumo velocity, would bo n curtain frac- 
tion of its total absolute pressure. Exam- i 
pie—Taking a trnia running, say 70 feet i 
per second, or nearly 48 miles per hour, I 
this fraction would not bo far ftom o;jo ! 
ouo thousand six hundredth part; in run- I 
nlng CO miles per hour it wonM be ona j 
ono thousand two hundred nnd flghtle'Jt j 
part, and if running 1QU miles per hour, or 
147 feet per second, it would bo tlio nuo 
seven hundred and sixly-fifth part, m-arly, 
and it would bo greater und greater as tho 
speed is increased, and still grc',i'.«ras bntli' 
spoed and weight of th<> train nr« in- 
creased. Tho train of the Now York On- 
tral was 8B7 feet long and weighed 5015,030 
pounds. 


"This calculation, it will bo observed, 


as said, will be true for the equator. 
Tho 


New York Central train ran from Albany i 
to Buffalo upon about tho forty-second , 
parallel of Intittulo and ' * * therefore | 
this calculation should bo corrected for i 
this latitude and would be about seveu- 
tenths as great." 


Other correspondents agreed jvith Mr. 


Hogg In principle, though not accepting ! 
all his mathematics. Ono of them ends his 
letter with the following rather jocose sug- 
gestion : 


"It \3 well known that when tho moon 


is above us it draws movable objects away 
from the earth aud when it is on tho op- i 
posite side of the earth it draws tho earth ' 
away from movable objects hero, thereby 
causing tho tides. 'It mlgiit bo well tosug- , 
gest to the New York Central officers that, ' 
as the tides travel from east to west, they 
may perhaps offset tbe disadvantages un- 
i 


der Mr. Hogg's theory by starting when ! 
the position of the moon is pibpitious and, 
as they would 'keep in ths tide1 while go- 
ing \vest, they still may bo abio to muke ' 
fast time going west, even if the engineers, . 
or, Indeed, the engines themselves, learn I 
of disadvantages of centrifugal force when j 
they ore trying tc make Buffalo."

Kew York,'May 4.—The Cuban dele- 


gation in this city has received a dis- 
patch saying that the steamship Ber- 
muda, which left Jacksonville last 
Monday, has landed a larg-c quantity 
of arms and ammunition and about 
ninety men in Mulatto bay on the 
forth coast of the island iu the pro- 
vince of Piuar del Rio. The dispatch 
Bays that the landing was made on 
Thursday without difficulty. 
The ex- 


pedition wns commanded.by Brig.-Gen. 
Layte Vidal, a veteran of the ten years' 
war. 
Gen. Antonio Macco'g men were 


expecting- the Bermuda, and picked 
troops patrolled the coast to drivo off 
the Spaniards in case they should at- 
tempt to prevent the landing. Gen. 
Emilio Xune/. superintended tho load- 
ing of the Bermuda and accompanied 
her to Cuba. He served in a similar 
capacity when the Bermuda left this 
port on her first expedition, with Gen. 
Calixto Garcia in command. It is said 
that the Bermuda carried 1,000 rifles, 
500,000 cartridges, two Gatling- guns, 
many machetes, an«L 1.000 pounds of 
dynamite, besides uniforms, rubber 
coats and medicines. The arms, am- 
munition and supplies were landed in 
six big- surf boats that wc.e taken 
aboard the steamship at Jackson', ii'e. 
She eluded two Spanish cruisers that 
were waiting for her outside the bar. 
A large body of Maceo's men greeted 
the expedition in Mulatto bay and as- 
sisted in landing the munitions.

! concurrent resolutions declaring that a 
' state of war existed in Cuba and that 


] in the opinion of congress -the presi- 
;lent should recognize the belligerency 
Df the Cubans and tender his offices to 
Spain to bring about a recognition of 
the independence of the Cuban republic, 
no overt action has been taken by the 
lTnitod State's, so far as known, unless 
the appointment of so prominent a 
personage as ex-Gov. Fitzhugh Lee as 
sonsul-ireneriil to Havana, can be so 
regarded. There is a widely prevailing- 
impression that Geii. Lee vi ill go to 
liis post of duty in the double capacity 
rf consul-general and special commis- 
sioner empowered t-~i report directly to 
the president as to the exact condition 
af affairs in Cuba. 


Awaiting the Queen of ^pain's Speech. 
Meanwhile considerable interest is 


Eelt as to the probable course of tho 
Spanish authorities. The queen of 
Spain's speech, to be delivered at the 
apcuing of the Spanish cortes at Ma- 
drid on Monday, May 11, is expected to 
outline definitely the Cuban policy of 
the governmet. It is awaited here 
with considerable interest, especially 
us informal assurances are believed to 
have been given to the administration 
that Cuba is to be tendered almost as 
jyreat a degree of autonomy in purely 
domestic affairs as the Dominion of 
Canada now enjoys in its relations with 
Great Britain.

As revenue had to bo 
raised in Cuba the income was sought 
from customs duties, but notwithstand- 
ing this in years, v.hen the greatest 
financial distress prevailed the Spanish 
government did not hesitate to sacrifice 
that income in order to meet the special

product when the reciprocity treaty 
with the United States was put into 
eifect. Many Spanish industries had 
to be sacrifieod in order that Cuba a 
sugar could continue to find its chief 
market infn" Vr'ted StPtrs.
